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Century-Big Rivers problem 
headlines 2013 year in review

Calendar year 2013 was a busy 
one for Hancock County, where the 
county stayed in statewide head¬ 
lines with the near-closure of Cen¬ 
tury Aluminum and its last minute 
salvation. Public debate raged over 
how Big Rivers Electric Corp. 
would make up for the subsequent 


revenue shortfall of losing Century 
as a customer even as the co-op 
announced layoffs at its own plants. 
Education opportunities in the 
county improved with the opening 
of a new welding program in 
Lewisport, and the iPad program 
at the high school hit a speed bump 
when a student was arrested for

Hawesville has opening for 
council person; Haycraft resigns

Joy Haycraft has announced his 
resignation from the Hawesville 
city council, saying his job prevents 
him from attending meetings. 

“The reason Fm leaving is my 
job is conflicting with my council,” 
he said. “I cannot be at the council 
meetings when I should. Fm not in 
Hawesville like I should, and I don’t 
feel like I can do the job that I want 
to do when Fm not around.” 

Haycraft works as a project 
manager for Codell Construction, 
and is currently working on 
projects in Tennessee. 


He was first elected to the coun¬ 
cil in 2005. 

“I really enjoyed being on the 
council and serving the people of 
Hawesville,” he said. “It was enjoy¬ 
able, it was a challenge sometimes, 
but it was enjoyable for me.” 

The council will have 30 days to 
replace him, according to Ken¬ 
tucky Revised Statute 83A.040(5). 
The council will choose a new 
member from those showing inter¬ 
est, and only council members, ex¬ 
cluding the mayor, will be allowed 
to vote. He has one year remain¬ 
ing on his term.

School board okays 
installation of new 
chair-back bleachers

The Hancock County Board of 
Education approved a $397,499 
project to install new bleachers in 
the Hancock County High School 
gym. The district plans to install all 
new bleachers in the top and lower 
portion of the gym, with the lower 
section on the left hand side of the 
gym being chair back seating. 

‘The bleachers have been there 
since the school was built,” Han¬ 
cock County Board of Education 
Superintendent Kyle Estes said. 
“There is starting to be issues with 
them.” 

Estes said the bleachers no 
longer fit flush together, which cre¬ 
ates gaps where they join. In addi¬ 
tion, no railing exists on the center 
aisles on the lower sections, and 


the railing on the sides are not ad¬ 
equate, in the district’s opinion, 
Estes said. The district wants to 
upgrade to make the bleachers 
safer. 

As part of the project, the dis¬ 
trict plans to extend the center aisle 
from the floor all the way to the top 
section of bleachers. In addition 
the new bleachers will be motor¬ 
ized, and operated with the turn of 
a key. The project also includes 
new goals, also motorized, and the 
floor will be refurbished in the pro¬ 
cess. 

Toadvine Enterprises will per¬ 
form the project. It starts when 
school ends this academic year, 
and finishes before school starts 
for the new year.

Century/Big Rivers agree¬ 
ment, ongoing Big Rivers rate 
cases 

The ongoing dispute between 
Century Aluminum and Big Rivers 
Electric Corporation finally ended 
in May, with a tentative agreement 
between the two parties, which 
would allow Century to stay in op¬ 
eration and lessen the blow to Big 
Rivers, which depended on Cen¬ 
tury to buy much of the power Big 
Rivers produced. 

The two companies had been 
battling over electric rates, with 
Century saying it could not survive 
paying the rates they would be re¬ 
quired to pay under their contract. 
They opted out of their contract, 
and said that if they could not find 
a way to pay lower electric rates, 
the company would close on Au¬ 
gust 20, 2013. 

Big Rivers countered that the 
rates had been previously agreed 
upon for the contract, and that be¬ 
ing a not-for-profit, they were not 
in the position to give the rate 
remediation Century was asking 


for without unfairly boosting all 
other customers’ rates to unreason¬ 
able levels. 

The final agreement allowed 
Big Rivers to buy power on the 
open market and resell it to Cen¬ 
tury at market rates, plus any ex¬ 
penses they incurred in delivering 
the power, ostensibly saving the 
700 plus jobs at Century. 

Despite coming to a tentative 
agreement in May, the deal wasn’t 
ratified by the Public Service Com¬ 
mission, who oversees Kentucky’s 
public utilities, until August 15, a 
mere five days before the date that 
Century had set to close. 

Around the same time that the 
deal was announced, Century also 
announced that it was buying Rio 
Tinto Alcan, another smelter in 
Sebree, Ky., and Big Rivers’ sec¬ 
ond-largest customer, and would 
be seeking the same deal for that 
plant. 

With the loss of Century and the 
pending loss of Alcan, Big Rivers 
has announced its plan to idle two 
of its power plants, Kenneth C. 
Coleman Station in Hawesville and 
D.B. Wilson Station in Centertown, 
Ky. and to lay off 165 workers. 

After Century’s departure from 
their system, Big Rivers imple¬ 
mented a rate increase, which was 
finally modified by the PSC to 
amount to approximately 15 per-

Ag commissoner completes 
tour of every county with 
visit to Hancock

Kentucky Agriculture Commis¬ 
sioner James Comer visited Han¬ 
cock County Monday, completing 
his goal of visiting every county in 
the state for the second year in a 
row. 

Last year the Republican visited 
the county early in the year, but this 
year he made it his final stop, after 
finishing the tour last year in east¬ 
ern Kentucky. 

“This year we wanted to do 
something in western Kentucky 
and Hancock County was the per¬ 
fect county because I have so many 
good friends here and so many 
good farmers from the commu¬ 
nity,” he said. “We wanted to do 
something in an agriculture com¬ 
munity.” 


“I think it went great,” said 8 th 
District State Senator Joe Bowen, 
who also attended the event. “I 
think commissioner Comer is one 
of those unique elected officials 
that has the good of the common¬ 
wealth truly at heart, and particu¬ 
larly from a fiscal standpoint.” 

“It’s amazing that you have an 
elected official that’s out beating 
the bushes and hitting all his coun¬ 
ties,” said Suzanne Miles, who rep- 
resented congressman Brett 
Guthrie at the event, and who is a 
State Senator-elect for the 7 th Dis¬ 
trict. “That’s a whole new level of 
public service” 

Fiscal responsibility and public 
service were in the spotlight after 
Comer’s predecessor, Republican 
Richie Farmer, pleaded guilty to

A Lewisport 
woman has been 
arrested and 
charged with 
felony rape of a 
minor. 

Tiffany 
Darlene Wilhite, 

27, was arrested 
December 26 af¬ 
ter Lewisport police were notified 
by the mother of a juvenile male 
that Wilhite had been having 
sexual relations with her son. 

It is alleged that the sexual rela¬ 
tionship began in May 2013 when 
the male was 14 years old. 

Kentucky State Police trooper 
James Gaither charged Wilhite 
with seven counts of rape in the 
third degree, 15 counts of third 
degree sodomy, and 15 counts of 
unlawful transaction with a minor, 
first degree. 

Wilhite was lodged in the 
Breckinridge County Detention 
Center. 

Hawesville 
woman critically 
injured in 
Indiana wreck 

A Hawesville woman, 27-year- 
old Sarah M. Metcalf, suffered criti¬ 
cal injuries in an early morning 
accident Thursday, January 2. 
Medical personnel transported 
Metcalf to Owensboro Regional 
Health for initial treatment before 
then transporting her to a hospital 
in Louisville. At press time Metcalf 
is listed in critical condition. 

According to reports, Metcalf 
was a passenger in a vehicle driven 
by 35-year-old Terry K. Burden Jr. 
of Tell City. The reports say that 
Burden was heading east on state 
Route 66 near the Cannelton Locks 
and Dam, driving at a high rate of 
speed. Burden lost control of the 
vehicle, went off the road and 
slammed head-on into a tree. Upon 
impact, the vehicle caught fire. 

The wreck trapped Burden and 
front seat passenger Brian W. 
Nugent, age 49 of Tell City, in the 
vehicle. Both perished in the acci¬ 
dent. 

Metcalf, riding in the back seat 
of the vehicle, managed to climb 
from the wreckage to safety. 

Car goes through fence 

Hancock County Sheriff’s 
Deputy Aaron Emmick filed a re¬ 
port of a single vehicle accident on 
state Route 69 on December 30. 
The accident happened at 7:15 p.m. 

Steven R. Paczer of Hawesville, 
driving four miles south of

cent, on average, for residen¬ 
tial customers. 

Local industries Domtar, 
Aleris, and Kimberly-Clark 
have formed a coalition 
called Fair Rates Kentucky 
to protest the rate increases, 
saying their bills will in¬ 
crease up to 100 percent. 

Big Rivers says that much 
of those increases are from 
2009, which it has been pay¬ 
ing with reserves, but that 
due to Century and Alcan’s 
loss they will have to use 
those revenues to cover 
these next increases, with all 
the reserves set to run out 
for everyone by mid-2015. 

With Alcan’s looming de¬ 
parture in January, Big Riv¬ 
ers already has a case in 
front of the PSC, asking for 
a second increase to offset 
that second revenue loss. 
They say the previous in¬ 
crease and the pending next 
one are both meant to be 
temporary, and will be rolled 
back as the company finds 
new buyers for their excess 
energy. 

Welding school opens 

A new satellite location 
for Owensboro Community 
and Technical College’s 
welding program opened in 
Lewisport in August. 

The program, which will 
primarily teach welding to 
high schoolers, will also be 
used by local industries to 
train their employees. 
Classes are held in the 
former B&B Ford garage, 
located on Highway 60 
across from Crossroads 
IGA. 


Courses begin with stick 
welding and take students all 
the way through to TIG 
welding. 

The building was pur¬ 
chased by the college and re¬ 
furbished with funds from 
area industries, as well as a 
$25,000 donation from the 
city of Lewisport. 

Woman fires on deputy 
A Lewisport woman fired 
on a Hancock County 
Sheriff’s Deputy who re¬ 
sponded to a 911 call about 
a despondent woman on 
March 19. 

Marla Cooksey, 40, fired 
eight shots at Deputy James 
Garrison with a 9 mm hand¬ 
gun after first answering the 
door with a shotgun. 

Garrison was uninjured 
and the shots missed his 
squad car, which he had 
moved back to a safe dis¬ 
tance, but the bullets struck 
a nearby Ford pickup five 
times, an apartment door, 
and a parked SUV. 

Police had her phone 
number from having ar¬ 
rested her boyfriend a 
couple of weeks prior on a 
DUI charge, so they called 
her, and after a short stand¬ 
off, took her into custody. 

Cooksey was charged 
with eight counts of at¬ 
tempted murder of a police 
officer, eight counts of at¬ 
tempted assault in the first 
degree on a police officer, 
eight counts of wanton en- 
dangerment in the first de¬ 
gree on a police officer, dis¬ 
orderly conduct in the sec¬ 
ond degree, criminal mis¬ 
chief in the third degree, two 
counts of criminal mischief 
in the first degree, and ter¬ 
roristic threatening in the 
third degree. 

Student arrested 
for child porn 
A Hancock County High 
School student was arrested 
on March 7 and charged 


with using his school-as- 
signed iPad to view child por¬ 
nography. 

Trevor Kade Wilcox, 18, 
was arrested at his home 
and faces multiple child por¬ 
nography charges. 

School officials confis¬ 
cated his iPad on suspicion 
of illegal activity and called 
police. The Kentucky State 
Police Internet Crimes 
Against Children Taskforce 
performed a forensic exami- 
nation of the device and 
found child pornography. 

Wilcox was charged with 
10 counts of promoting a mi¬ 
nor under 16 in a sex perfor¬ 
mance and 75 counts of pos¬ 
session of matter portraying 
a sexual performance by a 
minor. 

Kinder Morgan 

applies for Foreign 

Trade Zone status 

Kinder Morgan, the 
riverfront shipping terminal 
and warehouse located on 
state Route 3543 applied for 
Foreign Trade Zone status, 
a designation that would al¬ 
low them to store commodi¬ 
ties at their warehouse tax- 
free. 

The move worried county 
officials because the county, 
the school district, the 
county library and the health 
department all are funded at 
least in part by tax money 
from those commodities. 

The company, which un¬ 
loaded, stored, and hauled 
wood chips for Domtar, had 
applied for the status upon 
finding out that their ser¬ 
vices would no longer be 
necessary after Domtar built 
its own unloading facility and 
conveyor belt system. 

Kinder Morgan argued 
that with other FTZs already 
in Owensboro, they were 
just giving customers an¬ 
other option, and that it 
would allow the company to 
remain open, saving 17 jobs. 


2013 Year in Review 


Month-by¬ 
month review

January 

A Hawesville woman, 
Ines Smith, 91, died in a mo¬ 
bile home fire on January 3. 
Smith was found unrespon¬ 
sive in her burning home af¬ 
ter her daughter, Nellie Gil- 
lians, was unable to reach 
her by phone. The home was 
a total loss. 

Construction started on a 
new 10-bay hangar opened at 
the Hancock County Air¬ 
port. The nearly $400,000 
project would give the air¬ 
port the capacity to house 20 
aircraft, and would bring the 
total yearly rental revenue to 
$32,400. 

Vandalism at the Dukes 
Fire Department led the Fis¬ 
cal Court to install video sur¬ 
veillance. Someone had 
been throwing nails and 
screws into the parking lot, 
causing flat tires on rescue 
vehicles, and someone had 
also cut the lock to the elec¬ 
trical panel for the emer¬ 
gency siren and turned it off. 

Hancock County was 
ranked number one in the 
nation in percentage of 
wages paid by industry per 
dollar earned, according to 
the U.S. Department of 
Commerce. Of all the wages 
paid in the county, 73 per¬ 
cent of them were paid by 
industry, beating Calhoun, 
Ark., by just two percentage 
points. 

The daughter of former 
Hancock County resident, 
Mary Beth Roberts-Willis 
competed on American Idol. 
Jenny Beth Willis, a junior at 
Owensboro Catholic High 
School in Owensboro, Ky., 
made it to the list of top 20 
females. 

February 

Big Rivers Electric Coop¬ 
erative was notified that they 
would be losing its contract 
with Rio Tinto Alcan in 
Sebree, Ky., after Century 
Aluminum purchased the 
company. The move led Big 
Rivers to ask the Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission for a sec¬ 
ond rate increase to replace 
the lost revenue. 

The Clarion won two 
awards in the 2012 Kentucky 
Press Association Excel¬ 
lence in Kentucky Newspa¬ 
pers competition, taking sec¬ 
ond place for best spot news 
picture and third in best spot 
news coverage. 

Long-time Property Valu¬ 
ation Administrator Denny 
Long retired after 27 years. 
Mike Powers was appointed 
to take his place. 


March 

The city of Lewisport was 
again awarded the first place 
prize for the best tasting wa¬ 
ter in the state of Kentucky 
after having previously won 
the contest in 2001, 2004, 
and 2007. 

Owensboro Community 
and Technical College pur¬ 
chased the former B&B 
Ford garage on Highway 60 
in Lewisport and announced 
plans to refurbish the build¬ 
ing and offer welding classes 
there. 

A student at Hancock 
County High School, Trevor 
Wilcox, 18, was arrested and 
charged with possession of 
child pornography on his 
school-assigned iPad. He 
was charged with 10 counts 
of promoting a minor under 
16 in a sex performance and 
75 counts of possession of 
matter portraying a sexual 
performance by a minor. 

A Lewisport woman, 
Marla Cooksey, 40, was 
charged with attempted 
murder after she fired seven 
to eight shots a Hancock 
County Sheriff’s Deputy af¬ 
ter he responded to a call at 
her Morton Lane apartment. 
Deputy James Garrison 
knocked on Cooksey’s door 
and she opened the door 
armed with a rifle. Garrison 
ordered her to put down the 
gun while he retreated to a 
safe position, and she in¬ 
stead went back inside and 
retrieved a pistol, firing at 
him. Garrison was unhurt, 
and Cooksey was arrested 
after a short standoff. 

The Lewisport City Coun¬ 
cil voted to donate $25,000 
toward the renovation of the 
former B&B Ford Garage, 
which Owensboro Commu¬ 
nity and Technical College 
had purchased to transform 
into a satellite location for 
welding courses. 

April 

Domtar announced it 
would begin building a mile- 
long conveyor belt system to 
move wood chips from 
barges on the river to their 
plant, eliminating the need to 
hire outside companies to 
unload and haul their chips 
and lessening truck traffic. 

The city of Hawesville ap- 
plied for a grant for its 
riverfront project. The city 
asked for a $25,000 Land and 
Water grant from the Na¬ 
tional Park Service, which 
the city would match, to to¬ 
tal $50,000. The city is in dis¬ 
cussions to build a riverside 
park on the river side of the 
floodwall. 

Century Aluminum is¬ 
sued the required WARN 


(Worker Adjustment and Re¬ 
training Notification) notice 
to its employees signifying 
their intention to shut down 
the plant in 60 days if they 
were unable to reach a price 
agreement with Big Rivers 
Electric Co-op or unless they 
were allowed to buy their 
electricity on the open mar¬ 
ket. 

A Lewisport couple 
barely escaped their burning 
home at 3273 state Route 
271S, but were alerted to the 
fire by their dog. Travis 
Fentress and Carla James 
were awoken by the barking 
of Carla’s dog Archimedes to 
find their home engulfed in 
flames and smoke. They es¬ 
caped unhurt but the home 
was a total loss. 

May 

Big Rivers and Century 
Aluminum reached a tenta¬ 
tive agreement that would 
keep Century open. Big Riv¬ 
ers agreed to buy power on 
the open market and sell it 
to Century at market rate 
plus their expenses. 

Century announced their 
intention to buy the Rio 
Tinto Alcan smelter in 
Sebree, Ky.„ paying $61 mil¬ 
lion. 

Hancock County an¬ 
nounced a partnership with 
Acclaim Press to produce a 
historical history book of the 
county. The book would use 
historical photos submitted 
by citizens to tell the history 
of Hancock County. 

Barbara Spindel retired 
as South Hancock Elemen¬ 
tary School’s principal after 
a 40-year career in educa¬ 
tion, and after being princi¬ 
pal at the school since 1988. 

Mike Powers was ap¬ 
pointed to succeed Denny 
Long as Property Valuation 
Administrator, finishing the 
term remaining after Long 
retired in February. 

Hancock County High 
School graduated 108 se¬ 
niors. 

Kimberly-Clark, Domtar 
and Aleris joined to form 
Fair Rates Kentucky, a coali¬ 
tion aimed at lobbying 
against proposed electric 
rates that were coming as a 
result of Century Aluminum 
leaving Big Rivers’ system. 

Hancock County Fiscal 
Court passed its 2013-2014 
budget of $8,281,455. 

June 

Hancock County Tour¬ 
ism Commission and the 
Chamber of Commerce 
voted to join together to form 
the Hancock Business and 
Tourism Commission, 
which would be overseen by

a four-member HBTA and 
headed by a single director, 
replacing the previous direc¬ 
tor positions for each entity. 

Century Aluminum com¬ 
pleted its purchase of the Rio 
Tinto Alcan smelter in 
Sebree, Ky. and named Ja¬ 
son Young as its manager. 

The historic building lo¬ 
cated at the corner of Main 
and Jefferson streets in 
Hawesville was razed. The 
building, which was owned 
by Hawesville Baptist 
Church, had stood since the 
early 1900s, was slated to be 
integrated into the church’s 
new Christian life center un¬ 
til an unstable foundation 
collapsed a back wall. 

Rosemary Emmick was 
named the 2013 Hancock 
County Chamber of 
Commerce’s Citizen of the 
Year. 

Big Rivers put two of their 
power plants, the Kenneth C. 
Coleman Station in Hawes¬ 
ville and the D.B. Wilson Sta¬ 
tion in Centertown, Ky. up 
for sale, citing loss of rev¬ 
enue from the departure of 
Century Aluminum. Big Riv¬ 
ers said it planned to idle the 
plants, but was offering them 


up for sale for any prospec¬ 
tive buyers. 

July 

A Lewisport man was ar¬ 
rested after police said he 
fired at least 76 shots into 
mailboxes and a mainte¬ 
nance door at Holland Apar t- 
ments on Morton Lane. 
Aaron B. Robertson, 41, was 
arrested and charged with 
17 counts of wanton endan- 
germent, criminal mischief 
and drug charges. 

Hawesville city council 
voted to raise the city’s wa¬ 
ter rates after the council 
found that the income 
brought in from the system 
does not cover the costs of 
running and maintaining it. 

Jumpin Jacks conve¬ 
nience store in Lewisport 
was defrauded out of $10,000 
in a newspaper delivery 
scam. Owensboro resident 
Thomas Chumney was 
charged with theft by decep¬ 
tion after police say he was 
delivering 35 Messenger-In¬ 
quirer newspapers daily but 
charging the store for 200. 

The killer of former Han¬ 
cock County High School 
teacher Michelle Lewis Cot¬ 
ter was sentenced. Stephen 


Cotter, Michelle’s husband, 
was convicted of second de¬ 
gree manslaughter and sen¬ 
tenced to seven years. Police 
say Cotter shot his wife in 
May 2012 at the home they 
shared in Henderson, Ky. 

Hancock Bank and Trust 
Company celebrated 125 
years of operation in Han¬ 
cock County. 

The city of Hawesville ap¬ 
proved its 2013-2014 budget, 
which totaled $1,311,652. 

The Immaculate Concep¬ 
tion building was hit by a ve¬ 
hicle again when Daniel 
Zogg, of Owensboro, missed 
the curve off the bridge and 
struck the church’s side en¬ 
trance. 

August 

The Freedom From Reli¬ 
gion Foundation objected to 
Hawesville mayor Rita 
Stephens’ references to 
prayer and Christianity in 
her weekly column for The 
Clarion, after a local resi¬ 
dent, Eddie Dewitt, sent a 
complaint letter to the orga¬ 
nization. 

Popular Hawesville busi¬ 
nessman Ronnie Blake was 
killed in a farm accident, 
—Continued 
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when he was crushed under 
a hay wagon on his farm 
south of Hawesville. 

The Public Service Com¬ 
mission officially approved 
the power contract between 
Century Aluminum and Big 
Rivers. 

Kenergy customers be¬ 
gan to see increases of ap¬ 
proximately $24 per month 
on their bills after Big Rivers 
instituted rate increases to 
offset the loss of Century 
Aluminum from their sys¬ 
tem. The increases were al¬ 
lowed to be implemented 
while the Public Service 
Commission decided their 
merit. 

The Kentucky General 
Assembly put in place a new 
redistricting plan which 
moved Hancock County into 
the 8 th Congressional Dis¬ 
trict, to be represented by 
State Senator Joe Bowen. 
Hancock County had been in 
the 5 th District, represented 
by Carroll Gibson. 

The city of Lewisport 
voted to allow golf carts on 
city streets with speed lim¬ 
its of less than 35 miles per 
hour, providing they met re¬ 
quirements such as insur¬ 
ance, having correct lights, 
a slow moving vehicle tri¬ 
angle, and an inspection 
sticker. 

September 

Hancock County re¬ 
ceived a grant to preserve 
some of the historical books 
held in the archives. The 
grant, for $16,952, came 
from the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment for Libraries and Ar¬ 
chives, and was to be used 
to scan books onto micro¬ 
film. 

The historic bridge on 
Ray Road, originally built in 
1884, was slated to be re¬ 
moved and replaced with a 
modern bridge. The iron 
structure was to be dis¬ 
mantled and used in a pub¬ 
lic park in Daviess County. 

Engineers with the Ken¬ 
tucky Transportation Cabi¬ 
net showed drawings for the 
rerouting of the approach to 
the Bob Cummings Lincoln 
Trail Bridge, which will run 
just in front of the new court¬ 
house and up the hill, inter¬ 
secting Highway 60 where 
state Route 3199 currently 
intersects Highway 60. 

School superintendent 
Kyle Estes told the Clarion 
that the school system was 
being strained by a loss of 
state funding, and he esti¬ 
mated the new burden on 
the district over the past five 
years to be around $750,000. 

The Lewisport location of 
the Owensboro Community 
and Technical College weld¬ 
ing program opened. 

October 

The Hancock County Air¬ 
port held its annual open 
house, including skydivers 
and members of Young 
Eagles giving kids free plane 
rides. 

Republican State Repre¬ 
sentative Dwight Butler an¬ 
nounced he would not seek 
reelection. Butler, who had 
held the position since 1994, 
represented Hancock 
County in the old 18 th Dis¬ 
trict, which after redistrict¬ 
ing, became the 10 th District. 
He cited a desire to be able 
to spend more time with his 
family. 

University of Louisville 
President James Ramsey vis¬ 
ited Hancock County High 
School. Ramsey talked to se¬ 
niors at the school to tout his 
school and to persuade stu¬ 
dents to consider attending 
there. 

The city of Lewisport an¬ 
nounced plans to buy the 
former L.R. Chapman prop¬ 
erty on the main square in 
Lewisport. The land, pur¬ 
chased from Larry Trunnell 
for $125,000, will be cleared 
of the current buildings and 
be used as an extension to 
Chapman Park. 

JC’s Cigarette Outlet sold 
a $25,000 winning scratch off 
lottery ticket. The winner 
wished to remain anony¬ 
mous. 

A Breckinridge County 
woman, Markita J. Coultas, 
was arrested and charged 
with stealing $54,891.70 
from GN Excavation. 
Coultas, who was the book¬ 
keeper for the business, is 
accused of forging checks 
from the business account. 


The Public Service Com¬ 
mission OK’d some of the 
rate increase imposed by Big 
Rivers earlier in the year, but 
decreased the overall 
amount to about 15 percent, 
which would increase resi¬ 
dential customers’ bills by 
about $17 per month. Re¬ 
funds in the amount over¬ 
charged would be given to 
customers. 

World War II veteran L.W. 
Long took part in the Honor 
Flight to Washington, D.C. 
The flight was a free trip to 
honor veterans, and took 
them to visit the memorials 
in the capitol. 

The Hancock County Fis¬ 
cal Court began considering 
an abandoned building ordi¬ 
nance. 

November 

Kinder Morgan applied 
for Foreign Trade Zone sta¬ 
tus, which requires permis¬ 
sion from the four taxing dis- 
tricts in the county to 
progress. The FTZ allows 
commodities to be stored 
tax-free. The company was 
looking for a way to survive 
once Domtar no longer 
needed their services after 
building their own conveyor 
system. 

Former volunteer fire¬ 
fighter Aaron Stanley was 
sentenced to seven years in 
jail for arson after being con¬ 
victed of burning down a 
house at 290 Main Street, 
owned by Hawesville Baptist 
Church. 

Hawesville resident Will¬ 
iam Ross Bell, 21, was ar¬ 
rested and charged in the 
shooting of a Daviess 
County man. 

God’s Players, the com¬ 
munity theater group 
formed by St. Columba 
Catholic Church and Im¬ 
maculate Conception, ended 
its 20 year run of doing 
church fundraising plays. 

Construction was com¬ 
pleted on Domtar’s mile-long 
wood chip conveyor system. 
Testing began and the sys¬ 
tem was slated to be in full¬ 
time use after the first of the 
year. 

Kinder Morgan’s request 
for Foreign Trade Zone sta¬ 
tus was approved by the Fis¬ 
cal Court. To be granted FTZ 
status the company still 
needed permission from the 
school district, county li¬ 
brary, and the health depart¬ 
ment. 

December 

Eddie Price’s novel, 
“Widder’s Landing,” won a 
gold medal at the annual 
Readers Favorite book 
awards in Miami, Fla. The 
awards show and company 
are owned by Hawesville 
resident Debra Gaynor. 

Big Rivers announced it 
would be idling both the 
Kenneth C. Coleman Station 
in Hawesville and the D.B. 
Wilson Station in 
Center town, Ky., laying off a 
total of 165 workers. 

Lewisport Police 
Department’s K-9 program 
ended with the dead of its K- 
9, PDPi, a 12-year-old Black 
Lab. 

High winds blew through 
the county, severely damag¬ 
ing the property of Maria 
and Brian Smith on Goering 
Road, as well as causing scat¬ 
tered damage elsewhere. 


Haycraft- 
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Should the council not ap¬ 
point a new member within 
the 30 day period, the gov¬ 
ernor will appoint someone 
to fill the vacancy. 

Haycraft said that he 
won’t have any input on who 
replaces him, and he 
wouldn’t legally have a say 
anyway, because they’ll be 
choosing his successor after 
he’s gone. 

At the time that he an¬ 
nounced, he said, some 
wished him good luck and 
some wished he could stay. 

“I’d made up my mind, I 
felt like I couldn’t do the job,” 
he said. 

For now he’ll continue to 
work, but while he is work¬ 
ing out of town, Hawesville 
remains his home, where he 
lives with his wife, Connie. 

“I’m planning on spend¬ 
ing my last days right here 
in Hawesville,” he said. 

He will perhaps pick back 
up where he left off if his job 
situation changes or once he 
retires, he said. 

“I would love to serve on 
it at a later time. 

“I do regret having to re¬ 
sign,” he said, “but I just felt

friendly way about her. Folks that new Reba would drive 
with caution.

She would get 
up and trot over to the side of the road and lay back down. 
I remember telling my wife, Juanita, how worried I was 
that someone not familiar with Reba would run over her. 

Reba made a mistake last week! She ventured out on 
Highway 60 and was hit. 

I called Sherry Snyder and asked her if she would 
like to write something remembering Reba.

Reba died on Decemer 23. What Den and I learned in 
her short life is what a very special little dog she was by 
touching everyone's heart that she came in contact with, 
especially our neighbors in Windward Heights. 

Our pet name for her was "Little Miss Windward 
Heights". She would lay on her bed, which we called her 
throne, or in the yard and watch everyone go by. They 
would roll their windows down and yell "hello Reba". 

Everywhere we went, everyone would ask about Reba. 
Our newneighbors referred to us as Reba's Mom and 
Dad. 

She knew most cars and her favorites were Bill and 
Inous Garland, and Elaine and Danny Puckett. Elaine 
would stop and open the car door. Reba would sprint and 
jump in the car, then off they would go to her house to 
play with her two dogs. One day Joe Madden across the 
street and Bob Snyder saw this happen and chased her 
car down the street. We weren't' home so they called and 
tracked us down to tell us someone had kidnapped 
Reba.We still laugh thinking about it. 

Reba would join all the walkers in the neighborhood. 
She had this familiar prance - short, little steps with her 
head held high as though saying I'm top dog around here. 
We always said Reba adopted us. She was a little gypsy 
and what made her happy was freedom—freedom to be 
with her human and canine friends. We sure miss her 
and Leroy, Scotty, Roman, Rudy, Finn, Cujo, Buddy and 
Peep our cat will sure miss her too. 


Comer- 
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misusing state funds and fed¬ 
eral corruption charges. 
Comer’s office was instru¬ 
mental in getting Farmer’s 
tenure audited, leading to 
Farmer’s arrest. 

During his speech, 
Comer discussed several 
changes he’d made in the of¬ 
fice, both to streamline pro¬ 
cesses, but to also ensure 
they follow through with du¬ 
ties that he said the previous 
commissioner wasn’t doing, 
like inspecting every fuel 
pump in the state. 

“When I went into office 
two years ago they weren’t 
being checked every year. 
They probably weren’t being 
checked every two years,” 
he said. 

People said it couldn’t be 
done, that it would require 
more manpower and more 
money. He set more aggres¬ 
sive schedules and brought 
in better employees, and got 
all pumps checked in just 
three months. 

He also told the story of 
privatizing fuel testing, elimi¬ 
nating a state fuel lab that 
lost $900,000 a year, and sav¬ 
ing $600,000 a year. And 
when he sold off the equip¬ 
ment from that lab, it 
brought in exactly what the 
state had originally paid for 
it, which was $1.65 million. 

‘That was the first time in 
the history of Kentucky, an 
earmark has been returned 
to the state,” he said. 

He has also started pro¬ 
grams to help Kentucky 


farmers sell their products in 
stores, with stickers like 
“Kentucky Proud” and 
“Udderly Kentucky” signify¬ 
ing that the product is made 
in the state. 

Comer’s goal of visiting 
every single one of the 120 
counties in the state was a 
campaign promise, which he 
continued to do again this 
year. There are whispers 
that he might make a run for 
Kentucky governor in 2014, 
so next year might be busy. 
He’s not so sure if he will try 
it again in 2014. 

“It’s very hard to do,” he 
said. “That’s one reason 
people don’t do it. You could 
drive through every county, 
but as far as having a pro¬ 
gram and inviting people and 
having an agenda, it’s pretty 
challenging. We’ll see. I’ll be 
in most of the counties, es¬ 
pecially the farm counties. 
I’ll be in Hancock County 
next year.”

Even though he had to 
wait patiently for all the pa¬ 
per work to be completed by 
his family he smiled sweetly 
when he was taken to his 
room. The nurse tried to 
carefully explain the layout 
of the room, knowing the 
gentleman’s vision impair¬ 
ment. “I love it” the man said 
with the enthusiasm of an 
eight year old having been 
presented a new puppy. “But 
Mr. Jones,” the nurse coun¬ 
tered, “you haven’t seen the 
room; just wait for me to ex¬ 
plain.” “That doesn’t have 
anything to do with it”, he 
replied. “Happiness is some¬ 


thing you decide on ahead of 
time.” “Whether I like my 
room or not doesn’t depend 
on how the furniture is 
arranged...it’s how I arrange 
my mind, and I’ve already 
decided to love it.” 

He further commented, 
“I have a choice each day; I 
can spend the day in bed re¬ 
counting the difficulty I have 
with the parts of my body 
that no longer work or get 
out of bed and be thankful 
for the ones that do.” “Each 
day is a gift and as long as 
my eyes open, I’ll focus on 
the new day and all the 
happy memories I have 
stored away.” 

That story reminds me of 
a fact, aging (whether we 
admit it or not it’s happening 
to all of us) is like a bank ac¬ 
count. You withdraw what 
you put in. We would be 
wise to deposit a lot of hap¬ 
piness in our “memory 
bank” because we are prob¬ 
ably going to need it.

Reputation is generally 
what others think of you. 
While character is what God 
knows about you. You can 
fool some of the people some 
of the time, but you fool God 
never. 

What are some founda¬ 
tions of character? Let’s con¬ 
sider the answer under the 
following segments. 

(1) Sow a thought, reap 
an action. “Keep thy heart 
with all diligence; for out of 
it are the issues of life” (Prov¬ 
erbs 4:23). In Jeremiah’s 
time, the people refused to 
heed God’s warnings. 
Therefore, Jehovah would 
visit upon them “the fruit of 
their thoughts” (Jeremiah 
6:19). All actions have their 
genesis in the mind. There¬ 
fore, we are challenged to 
think on lovely and honor¬ 
able things (Philippians 4:8). 

(2) Sow an action, reap a 


habit. Often we choose 
some action, never consider¬ 
ing that such might become 
habitual. What person tak¬ 
ing their first drink, plans on 
becoming an alcoholic? 
Does the one “trying” drugs 
really intend to become a 
walking skeleton? Many 
reek of cigarette smoke - 
slaves to buying and burn¬ 
ing. We should avoid any 
action which could lead to 
detrimental entrapment. 
Other actions properly be¬ 
come habits. Like brushing 
teeth and bathing. Why not 
become a habitual speaker 
of words which encourage? 

(3) Sow a habit, reap a 
character. One who chooses 
to act in keeping with virtu¬ 
ous conviction, builds lovely 
character. Consider this ex¬ 
ample. A man approached 
the door of a building and 
stepped back to open the 


door for a young woman. 
Annoyed she said: “Don’t 
open the door just because 
I’m a lady?” He replied: “I’m 
not. I’m opening it because 
I am a gentleman!” 

Thankfully, we can 
change our bad behavior. 
Read the list of sins in 1 
Corinthians 6:9-11 and note 
that those guilty of such re¬ 
pented and stopped the be¬ 
havior. See also Romans 
6:17. 

(4) Sow a character, reap 
a destiny. At the close of his 
life, Paul stated: “I have 
fought the good fight, I have 
finished the course, I have 
kept the faith: henceforth 
there is laid up for me the 
crown of righteousness, 
which the Lord, the righ¬ 
teous judge, shall give to me 
at that day; and not to me 
only, but also to all them that 
have loved his appearing” (2 
Timothy 4:7, 8). If you are 
not habitually keeping the 
faith, don’t expect to receive 
the crown. “Be not de¬ 
ceived; God is not mocked: 
for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also 
reap” (Galatians 6:7).

Expanded 
gambling 
looms as 
big issue 
again in Ky.

FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) 
Those who support legaliz¬ 
ing casinos in Kentucky are 
back in the starting gate, 
mounting another campaign 
that promotes expanded 
gambling as a lucrative rev¬ 
enue source during lean 
times in hopes of a strong 
stretch run for a proposal 
mired in defeat. 

The latest version will be 
presented as a proposed con¬ 
stitutional amendment that 
would go on the 2014 fall 
ballot in Kentucky if ap¬ 
proved by the General As¬ 
sembly. Proposals have been 
drafted for introduction in 
the House and Senate. 

Its most ardent backers 
insist it’s not such a long- 
shot, but even they sound 
worn down by years of set¬ 
backs. 

‘This is probably the last 
chance to do it, I really 


think,” said Rep. Larry 
Clark, D-Louisville, the sec¬ 
ond-ranking House member. 

Critics sound confident 
the proposal will fall short of 
the finish line, again. 

“We think they’ve got the 
same problem they’ve al¬ 
ways had _ which is they 
don’t have the votes,” said 
Martin Cothran, a spokes¬ 
man for The Family Founda¬ 


tion. “It’s not good for the 
state, it’s not good for the 
horse industry, it’s not good 
for problem gamblers.” 

Kentucky has a long his¬ 
tory of wagering on horses 
but the Bible-belt state has 
resisted casinos.

First loss for Hornets comes in double OT

The Hornets suffered 
their first loss of the season 
when they fell 68-64 to 
Greenup County in double 
overtime during the opening 
round of Greenup’s holiday 
tournament last Thursday. 

Poor free throw shooting 
was a big factor in the out¬ 
come, as Hancock County 
(5-3) missed 21 shots from 
the charity stripe. 

“We made them foul us, 
and we wanted to get their 
bigs in foul trouble, but free 
throws killed us,” Hornet 
coach Josh Roberts said.

offense with 22 points, and 
added four rebounds and 
seven assists. Brendon 
Howton had 14 points and 11 
boards, Kolton Keown had

It is the start of a new year 
and it seems like only last 
week we were having Christ¬ 
mas fun and unwrapping 
gifts.

The department 
answered about 117 calls for 
service, and crime was down 
with only four major crimes 
reported to the department. 
I do know that some calls 
were handled by the 
Sheriffs Office when I was 
not in town and I would like 
to thank the Sheriff and his 
deputies for all the assis¬ 
tance they provided me 
throughout the year. 

I would like to let every¬ 
one know about a new way 
to get robbed, it is called 
“robberies by appointment” 
because the victims agreed 
online or through social me¬ 
dia to meet with the people 
who wound up robbing 
them. I have spoken with 
several friends of mine in 
North Carolina that have 
taken reports about this type 
of crime. A man who had 
posted an advertisement on 
Craigs list to sell phones met 
a potential buyer in a park¬ 
ing lot of a local store. When 
the man pulled out the 
phones, the potential buyer 
pepper sprayed him and 
took the phones. I would ad¬ 
vise people who are meeting 
strangers to buy or sell items 
to meet in a public place dur¬ 
ing the day and either have 
a friend accompany them or 
tell someone where they are 
going. Other tips include 
save all communications 
with the buyer or seller and 
not to carry a lot of cash or 
divulge personal informa¬ 
tion. Meeting in the parking 
lot of either the Police De¬ 
partment or the Sheriffs 
Office and never at night 
could change a criminals 
mind. Con-artists are not al¬ 
ways easy to spot. Smart, 
extremely persuasive, and 
aggressive, they invade your 
home through the telephone 
and the mail, advertise in 
reputable newspapers and 
magazines, and come to

your door. Most people think 
they’re too smart to fall for a 
scam. But con artists rob all 
kinds of people from invest¬ 
ment counselors and doctors 
to teenagers and elderly wid¬ 
ows of billions every year. 
It’s up to you to say no. Use 
common sense and learn 
about old and new scams. Be 
very suspicious if you re¬ 
ceive a collect call from 
someone who says he’s a 
law-enforcement officer with 
emergency information 
about a family member, re¬ 
questing your phone card 
number to charge the call. 
Other variations of this scam 
include a telephone com¬ 
pany investigator checking a 
system failure, or an FCC of¬ 
ficial investigating a com¬ 
plaint. Ask for financial re¬ 
ports if a caller requests a 
charitable donation. Repu¬ 
table charities will always 
send this information if you 
ask. 

In the coming year I will 
be working to bring accredi¬ 
tation to the department, this 
should take about two years 
to complete, working with 
grants to finance most of 
what the department needs 
for its operation will continue 
to be the main goal of the 
department. Also in the com¬ 
ing year I hope to start the 
Community Watch program, 
and many other programs 
directed at the reduction of 
crime directed at our com¬ 
munity. Another major goal 
is the review and update city 
ordinances that fail to meet 
the needs of the community, 
such as a noise, parking, 
speed limits and other. If you 
have problems or informa¬ 
tion please contact the office, 
my cell, or stop by.

In a short meeting, the Hancock County Fiscal Court met 
Thursday evening in the Administration Building for its De¬ 
cember night meeting, and took the following actions: 

•Approved claims for payment 

•Discussed the One Call Now system and how some 
residents are not receiving the calls due to difficulty sign¬ 
ing up. 

“I’ve got a lot of calls, a lot of people not getting the One 
Call,” said District 1 Magistrate Wayne Hodskins. “I called 
Rick and he said you had to go on the computer and sign 
up, but we’ve got a lot of people down there that’s elderly 
and don’t have a computer...” 

‘You don’t have to be elderly not to have a computer,” 
said District 2 Magistrate Frank Estes. 

The court agreed to try to find a way to allow people to 
sign up by phone. 

•Approved resolution 2013-12, which grants Judge Jack 
McCaslin the authority to finalize the paperwork for a 
$60,000 loan from Green River Area Development District 
(GRADD). The money will be used to replace the cab and 
chassis on one of the county’s ambulances. 


Headlines of the past 

50 years ago 

Fifty years ago an unknown number of vandals broke into 
the Hawesville Post Office, and stole $60 from a safe. The 
vandals gained entry by forcing open the back door of the 
facility. Once inside, they used a prying tool of some type to 
force open the safe and gain access to the money. 

25 years ago 

Twenty-five years ago a semi carrying dry cement over¬ 
turned on U.S. 60, three miles east of Hawesville. The Hawes¬ 
ville Fire Department and Hancock County Emergency Per¬ 
sonnel quickly responded to the scene. Hawesville firemen 
started to hose down the overturned semi to keep it from 
erupting into a raging inferno. The driver, Phillip Thomp¬ 
son of Hodgenville, suffered injury and medical personnel 
transported him to a local hospital for treatment. At that time, 
U.S. 60 was a narrow, extremely crooked road from 
Hardinsburg to Hawesville, which made it extremely haz¬ 
ardous for semi traffic. Today, a rerouted, widened U.S. 60 
links Hawesville and Hardinsburg, making the road much 
safer.

posals will be two high- 
ranking lawmakers. Senate 
Majority Caucus Chairman 
Dan Seum, R-Louisville, will 
be leading the push in the 
Senate and Clark, the House 
speaker pro tern, will do so 
in the House. 

Seum’s proposal would 
allow up to seven casinos 
statewide but doesn’t specify 
where. Locations would be 
determined by companion 
legislation. 

His proposal would desig¬ 
nate 10 percent of gambling 
revenue to assist the state’s 
horse industry, bolstering 
race purses and breeders’ 
incentives to encourage 
horse owners to race in Ken¬ 
tucky. The state’s tracks 
have lost a competitive edge 
to other venues where ca¬ 
sino money sweetens 
purses. 

Seum said his proposal 
would allocate other casino 
revenues for job creation, 
education, human services, 
local governments, public 
safety and a one-time bonus 
for military veterans who 
served in Operation Desert 
Storm and the wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. 

Seum said expanded 
gambling would raise hun¬ 
dreds of millions in state rev¬ 
enue. It’s a temptation he 
hopes is too hard to resist for 
lawmakers struggling to 
meet the demands for spend¬ 
ing on education, health care 
and social services. 

Crafting a new two-year 
state budget will be at the top 
of the session’s agenda. 

“The state needs the 
money,” Seum said. “It’s ei¬ 


ther pass a tax or do this. 
Which one do you want?” 

A group of the state’s top 
economists predicted re¬ 
cently that modest growth in 
Kentucky’s economy will 
add nearly $500 million in 
revenue to the state’s Gen¬ 
eral Fund budget by 2016. 
But Gov. Steve Beshear has 
warned the additional cash 
won’t be enough to cover the 
needs of state government. 

Clark’s proposed consti¬ 
tutional amendment would 
give the legislature authority 
to pass casino gaming. A 
companion bill would fill in 
the blanks, allowing up to 
eight casinos statewide, in¬ 
cluding five run by race¬ 
tracks. 

The horse industry 
would receive a share of ca¬ 
sino revenues. Gambling 
money would also bolster 
education and shore up pub¬ 
lic pensions. 

Clark said voters deserve 
to know such details before 
the deciding, if given the 
chance. 

“I think the voters need to 
know, if we pass casino gam¬ 
ing, where the money is go¬ 
ing to go,” he said. 

Beshear, who cam¬ 
paigned in support of ex¬ 
panded gambling as a rev¬ 
enue producer, said he sees 
“encouraging signs,” but 
noted he’s pushed the issue 
for six years without suc¬ 
cess. 

“I don’t harbor false 
hopes, but I’m encouraged 
that for the first time we’re 
getting some very meaning¬ 
ful conversations from both 
sides of the aisle in both 
houses,” Beshear said.

ACROSS THE STREETS, AVENUES, LANES, ALLEYS AND PUBLIC 
GROUNDS OF THE CITY OF LEWISPORT, HANCOCK COUNTY, 
KENTUCKY, FOR A PERIOD OF FIVE (5) YEARS. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF LEWISPORT AS FOLLOWS: 

That the right and privilege to use the public streets, avenues, lanes, 
alleys and public grounds within the city limits of the City of Lewisport, 
Hancock County, Kentucky for the purpose of constructing, maintaining, 
operating, repairing and removing an electric transmission and/or distribu¬ 
tion system, together with poles, lines, wires, anchors and other facilities 
appurtenant or incident thereto for the transportation, distribution and sale 
of electric energy to service the City of Lewisport, and public and private 
uses therein, including adjoining rural area, for a period of five (5) years 
commencing January 15, 2014, be duly advertised for sale publicly to the 
highest and best bider, the City of Lewisport reserving the right to reject any 
and all bids. 

Said sale shall be made for cash in hand at the time of sale or for annual 
payments, plus all cost of advertising and selling. Said sale shall be subject 
to confirmation and ratification or rejection by the Lewisport City Council 
and if the sale shall not be so confirmed and ratified, the amount paid shall 
be returned to the successful bidder. 

The sale of the franchise herein contemplated shall be made by Carrie 
Dixon, City Clerk of City of Lewisport, or by someone designated by her, 
who is hereby commissioned to make due advertisement of said sale, which 
advertisement shall include a description of said franchise, right and privi¬ 
lege in the Hancock County Clarion, a newspaper of general circulation 
published in the City of Hawesville, Hancock County, Kentucky, The news¬ 
paper advertisement aforesaid shall be published in said newspaper one (1) 
time not less than seven (7) days nor more than twenty-one (21) days before 
the sale and within thirty (30) days after the final passage of this ordinance. 

The said City Clerk shall submit a report of the sale in writing to the 
Lewisport City Council at its next regular meeting after the sale. The terms 
and conditions of the franchise, right and privilege so to be advertised and 
offered for sale, and to be granted in the event of the sale is confirmed by the 
Lewisport City Council shall be as follows: 

Section 1 : The purchaser, his or its successors or assigns, shall have the non¬ 
exclusive franchise, privilege, right and power to use and occupy the streets, 
avenues, alleys, lands and public grounds within the city limits of the City 
of Lewisport to construct, maintain, operate, repair and remove an electric 
transmission and/or distribution system consisting of transmission and/or 
distribution poles, lines, wires, anchors and all other facilities and appurte¬ 
nances necessary or convenient for the purpose of transporting, distribut¬ 
ing, vending and conveying electric energy for public and private uses in 
the City of Lewisport and adjoining rural areas, during a term of five (5) 
years commencing January 15,2014; provided, however, said franchise may 
be terminated at the end of four (4) years by either party mailing or deliver¬ 
ing to the other party written notice of intent to terminate at least 120 days 
prior to the end of the fourth year. 

The franchise fee shall be an annual lump sum fee of $5,000, payable 
July 1st of each year. 

Section 2: Said construction, operation, maintenance, repair and removal 
shall be accomplished with the least practicable inconvenience to the public 
or individuals and with reasonable dispatch and diligence. All damage to 
the streets, sidewalks or other public property caused by such operations 
shall be repaired by the purchaser, his or its successors or assigns, at his or 
their proper cost and without necessary delay. The purchaser, his or its suc¬ 
cessors and or assigns shall be responsible for all injuries or damage to 
persons or property occasioned by want of care or negligence in conducting 
such operation. 

The purchaser agrees to the underground placement of power lines and/ 
or facilities in accordance with the purchaser’s underground policy. Every 
reasonable effort shall be made by the purchaser to locate new power lines 
and/or facilities underground. 

The purchaser agrees to allow the City of Lewisport to utilize its power 
lines and/or facilities for special events, provided said utilization does not 
violate purchaser’s safety regulations and any applicable law. 

Section 3 : The purchaser, his or his successor or assigns, shall have the 
right to remove all of its property and facilities from the streets, avenues, 
lanes, alleys, ways and public grounds of the City of Lewisport, within a 
reasonable time after the expiration or other termination of this franchise. 

Section 4: The franchise, right, privilege and power herein described, to¬ 
gether with all the terms and conditions hereof, shall extend and apply to the 
successors and assigns of the purchaser and unlimited and unrestricted power 
and authority to assign and transfer the same at will and without further 
consent thereto by the City of Lewisport, or its inhabitants, is hereby ex¬ 
pressly given and granted to the purchaser, his or its successors and assigns.

State police 
working to 
keep fatalities 
down; lowest 
since 1947 

FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) 
Kentucky State Police 
spokesman Trooper Paul 
Blanton says the number of 
highway fatalities in the state 
this year is the lowest since 
1947. 

Blanton credits stepped- 
up enforcement and educa¬ 
tion programs as well as mo¬ 
torists who are vigilant about 
wearing seat belts, reducing 
speed and using designated 
drivers. 

By last week, the state 
had 628 traffic deaths, 15 
percent less than last year. 
Police are hoping people out 
during the New Year’s holi¬ 
day can help keep the num¬ 
ber down. 

Blanton says police will 
be arresting anyone caught 
driving impaired. The holi¬ 
day enforcement period 
starts at 6 p.m. Monday and 
continues through 11:59 
p.m. Wednesday. 

In Kentucky, impaired or 
erratic drivers can be re¬ 
ported by calling (800) 222- 
5555. Highway safety offi¬ 
cials also recently unveiled a 
new app that lists taxi and 
limo services and allows us¬ 
ers to report drunken driv¬ 
ers.
